The day in 
vhich great paintings will be. reserved for 
the private galleries of oil magnates or 
•took gamblers is passing. Public senti- 
nent will not sustain that sort of thing.

few who have the price.

Last spring Fritz Kreisler, that great 


master of the violin, came to Madison to 
play. The university gym seats about 
1500 
people. The seat sale was sold out 


early and hundreds were unable to get 
tickets. Think of it,—1500 people out 
of 45,000 being able to hear the message 
of an'artist of Kreisler's type. 


Some day Madison will have a great 


I-ublio auditorium where 5,000 to 7,500 
can be seated. Some day our great artists 
will play for the public and not for the 
box office alone. Just as the day is com- 
ing when we will not permit our great 
natural resources to be exploited for pri- 
vate profit just so the day is coming when 
talent and genius will not be commercial- 
ized and sold to the highest bidder.

I 


N the Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, Liberal 
leader of 'Canada, whose recent _ victory at 


the polls means he will head the Dominion's 
new cabinet, the United States has an under- 
standing friend. King has spent a number of 


years in this country, where 
he finished his education. 
After studying at the Uni- 
versity 
of 
Toronto, 
King 


went to Harvard, where he 
secured a Ph. D. degree. Ee 
was a fellow in political 
economy at the University of 
Chicago, 1396-97, and a fel- 
low at Harvard University 
during the three .years fol- 
lowing. 


King returned to Canada 


in 1900, where for eight 
years he lerved an deputy 


minister of labor in the Canadian cabinet and 
editor of the Labor Gazette. From 1908 until 
1911 h* served in the Canadian parliament as 
a -Liberal member from North Waterloo, On- 
tario. He was minister of labor in the Laurier 
cabinet, 1909-11, and president, of the General 
Reform Association for Ontario, 1912-14. He 
;ms served many times as government concilia- 
tor in important industrial strikes, and is the 
author, of legislation in Canada on industrial 
disputes, investigation of combines and trusts, 
industrial training, and technical education. 


King is the author of several publications, in- 


cluding The Secret of Heroism, 1906, and In- 
dustry and Humanity, 1918. 
He was born 


forty-seven years ago at Berlin, Ontario, and is 
unmarried.

of the Democratic national 
jommittee in 1912, secretary of the treasury 
under Wilson, director general 
of railroads, 


and returned from Washington to New York 
to practice law. 


Mr. McAdoo's second-wife was Miss'Eleanor 


Wilson, daughter of the former president. He 
is an Episcopalian. 


LEGITIMACY OF CHILDREN 


A bill to amend the Legitimation Act, has been 


introduced in the Upper House, of New Zealand 
by the Hon. J. MacGregorJ Section 2 of the 
Consoldating Act provides that children bom 
before the marriage of their parents may be 
legitimatised on their parents' intermarriage. 
Section '4, however, excludes from the benefits 
of this provision children at the' time of whose 
birth a legal impediment to the intermarriage 
of the parents existed. 
Mr. MacGregor stated 


to a reporter that his bill modified the except'on 
made by Section 4. It sometimes happened, 
he pointed out, that a married man wag the 
father of a child bom to another woman than 
the wife. The bill permitted the child to be 
legitimatised in the event of the wtte dying or 
obtaining a divorce, and so enabling the father 
and the mother of the child to intermarry. 


WORLD DOOMED TO SUFFER TREMEND- 


OUS SETBACK IF ARMS CONFER- 


ENCE FAILS, SAYS FINANCIER 


PAUL M. WARBURG, famous international 


banker, told.members of the American Ac- 


ceptance council at their recent annual meeting 
that no one can doubt that "the world is doom- 
ed to suffer a setback from which it will not re- 
cover for generation" unless the effort of the 
United States to have world armament expendi- 
tures reduced meets with success. Thi» step 
must be followed, he asserted, by a modification 


of the German reparations 
terms if world disaster is to 
be avoided. 


Mr. Warberg paid a trib 


ute to the federal reserve 
system and its management, 
saying it is impossible to 
imagine the losses and agon- 
ies the country would have 
had to endure without the 
protection of the federal re- 
serye banks in the war and 
afterward. 


'Mr. Warburg is president 


Paul M. Warburg Of the American Acceptance 
council and chairman of the International Ac- 
ceptance Bank, Inc. In the interests of the 
latter institution he recently made a tour of 
Europe. 


"I cannot help smiling," said 5Ir. Warburg, 


"whenever I hear of ingenious plans which are 
conceived as independent devices to bring about 
a 'stabilization of exchanges.' It .is true that 
the world cannot hope to return to fairly nor- 
mal economic conditions until the exchanges of 
'the principal countries are stabilized. That 
stabilization, however, will follow *the restora- 
tion of economic order; it cannot precede it. 


"It is not necessary or, indeed, practical for 


the majority of the countries involved to aspire 
to a return to the ante-bellum level of ex- 
changes. But their aim must be to find a level 
on which they may successfully arrest the fur- 
ther inroads of the enemy, whose deadly weapon 
is the printing press that night and day manu- 
factures government obligations and currency.'
